A POLITICAL ABSURDITY. 

We are scarcely surprised that machine 
bummers who forese¢ the loss of their politi- 
eal power in the pacification of the country 
cite the Mississippi tragedy in Kemper Coun- 
ty as a result of President Hares’ policy.

THE WORK OF THE PRESBYTERIAN GEN-

There have been times when the meetings 
of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church were interesting to the highest 
degree. Questions that were not merely of 
ecclesiastical or local importance have re- 
peatedly come up for consideration and dis- 
cussion. Even when matters of general 
Church polity were ostensibly before the 
body, the principles inffolved have often 
been of national and permanent value. The 
decisions reached and the feelings aroused 
have frequently had a positive influence on 
party politics and Presidential campaigns. 
Statesmen’, too, have not thought it beneath 
their endeavor to seek to gain the 
favor of the Assembly. Joan ©. Cat 
moun did not disdain to throw the 
fascinations of his genius over the Southern 
leaders of the Presbyterian Church in order 
to promulgate and strengthen his own pecu- 
liar views. In the year 1837, political feel- 
ings had much to do in bringing about the 
division of the ian Church into 
New School and Old School, while patriot- 
ism and the political extinction of slavery 
led to the reunion in the year 1869. Great 
debaters have fulmined from its platform 
with an eloquence as fiery and persuasive as 
ever was heard in the halls of Congress. 
During the warm days of anti-slavery agite- 
tion, it was not neccssary to go to Boston in 
order to hear “ philippics” against the 
‘gum of all villainies.” One need but 
attend a meeting of the General 
Assembly and he would hear speeches after 


speeches that would stir him to the depths 


by their pathos and power. Tradition has 
not forgotten some of those great days, 
when, at Detroit, such men as Grosvenor 
Hxzacocg thrilled the Assembly with his lion- 
like presence and his fervid words; and,

American commerce will collapse, and the end will 
be worse than the beginning. There could not be 
a greater illusion than to suppose that war can at 
anytime, or to any nation, however free from the 
danger of being entangled in it, be a real benefit. 
By its essential character it disturbs the natural 
course of exchange, and the disturbance is great in 
proportion to the magnitude of the contest. Com- 
merce and industry are prosperous in proportion as 
they supply the natural, ordinary, and regular de- 
mands of exchange, and anything which diverts 


them from this function can only be, at best, a 


benefit to the few, and must be a permanent dis- 
aster to the many. 

Applying this geveral observation, it finds 
that the real consequence would be that 
American industry would have been diverted 
for atime from the only paths in which it 
can find permanent prosperity.” It is of 
opinion that a very large share of the exist- 
ing depression in Europe and America is 
caused by the wars that have disturbed the 
world within the past twenty years, and the 
iNustrations really bear out the theory. The 
Crimean war deranged the finances of Rus- 
sia, depressed the trade of England, and 
bankrupted Turkey. Our own wer was fol- 
lowed by panics and the general confusion 
that follows speculation and unnatural infla- 
tion of business. The Franco-German war 
stimulated the Germans to enterprises far 
beyond their means, and when they found 
they were in deep waters they distrusted 
their footing and panic set in. As the Times 
says: The characteristic feature of the 
moment is, not that there is no money to in- 
vest, but that people will not mvest it, be- 
cause they do not know what investments, 
or whether any investments, are safe. The 
main effect of war, and of a great war, must 
be to aggravate this feeling, and to aggravate 
also its causes.” 

There is undoubtedly much of truth in 
the suggestions of the Times, and the dan- 
gers it points out the business men of 
this country would do well to heed, if they 
would escape fresh disasters upon the very 
same rocks they have lately encountered.

THE GREAT FIRES. 
CLINTON COUNTY, X. x. . 

Woon’s Falls, N. V., May 16.—The terrible 
forest fires raging in this Vicinity have rendered 
hundreds of people homeless. At 
Forge, Cannon's Corners, and Centre Valley, where 
the fires raged fiercest, the 

PRBOPLE ARE FLEEING : 
in every direction, frequently barely escaping with 
their lives. At the latter place, twenty-seven 
dwellings, with barns attached to most of them, 
six saw-mills, two stores, and one church were 
swept away; aleo, a large quantity of lumber, in- 
clading over half a million flnished shingles. 

The fires are still raging over an immense area of 
woodland, with no signs of rain to quench them. 
The entire property of Stackpole Forge was swept 
away. Mills, charcoal-kilms, dwellings, stores 
and their contents are consumed. Telegraph wires 
are upon the ground, railroad trains are running 
cautiously, while at the spot where Clinton Mills 
formerly stood all communication is cutoff. At 
Ellenburg the fire has raged all day login the 
woods not more than a mile from town. 
night the telegraph operator reported the fire 
burning, but no wind blowing.

The leading produce markets were generally tame 
yesterday. Most of them were weak at the out- 
set, and steadier afterwards, with an upward ten- 
dency. Fine weather here, anda downward turn 
in the foreign markets, caused depression here. 
Consols were quoted 3-16 off, but the war fever in 
breadstuffs has evidently abated on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and some advices noted that the 
markets there were heavy under large offerings 
from speculators who had bought previously under 
the pressure of war excitement. The feeling here 
was generally in favor of a stand-off, except where 
previous contracts could be settled up, or trans- 
ferred into future months. The shipping move- 
ment was decidedly dull, even in corn. 

In the dry-goods market little change was ob- 
servable. .There was some departmental activity, 
denime, drills, ducks, cambrica, checks, ging- 
hams, summer dress goods, and notions receiving 
considerable attention, but the general movément 
was slow. Groceries were reasonably active and 
firm, side goods as well as the more staple articles 
sharing in the firmness. The late advance im sugars 
has had the effect to lessen the demand, but with 
the active season near at hand and an undoubted 
large deficiency in the supply there is a very con- 
fident feeling among holders. Sirups and molas- 
ses are strong insympathy. The statistical posi- 
tion of the market for coffees and teas is also in 
holders’ favor. There was 4 depressed tone to the 
butter and cheese markets. Stocks are accumu- 
lating, and prices are gradually easing off. Dried 
fruits continue to move on a liberal scale, and the 
market maintains a firm tone. Fish were without 
quotable change. In the oi] market there was a 
reasonable degree of activity at generally well sus- 
tained prices, a decline in carbon of e being the 
only change noted. Linseed is tending higher, in 
sympathy with the Eastern market. Bagging, to 
bacco, and wood were unchanged. 

The lamber market was fairly active and steady. 
Cargoes sold quickly to the city trade at the cur- 
tent prices, and the supply was nearly all sold in 
the forenoon. The country business of the yards 
continues good. Drugs and chemicals are in fair 
demand and generally steadv.
